State Bank Superintendent, 
After Trip, Tells What 
Cotton Rise Has Done. 


Bankers, farmers and business 
men of south and middle Georgia are 
wearing their old-time smiles of 
prosperity, according to T. R. Ben- 
nett, superintendent of the_ state 
banking department, who returned 
Wednesday after a tour of a part of 
the state on an inspection trip. Mr. 
Bennett was much pleased at the 
spirit of optimism he found on his 
journey. 

“The ebankers, merchants and 
farmers are wearing their old-time 
smiles on their faces,” he said. “You 
know these smiles were completely 


| wiped off for a period this sum- 


mer. 


Mr. Bennett said he talked to 


| bankers in all parts of south and 


| 


middle Georgia. The trip extended 
from Albany on the west to Savan- 
nah on the east. 

“If cotton will just stay around 
the 20-cent mark until the farmers 
can sell their present holdings, we 
will see a wonderful change in 
Georgia,” Mr. Bennett said.

Macon, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—By one of the largest ma- 
jorities ever given a mayoralty can- 
didate in Macon, Luther Wiliiams, 
banker and member of the present 
board of aldermen, was today elect- 
ed mayor of the city over Jesse 
Mitchell, also an alderman and may- 
or pro tem. Mitchell had the back- 


ing of Mayor Toole and the present 
administration. 


The vote was: 
Mitchell 2,527. : 

The vote was the heaviest eyer 
cast in a municipal election in this 
city. Close to 7,000 voters were reg- 
istered, including 2,500 women. It 
was the first time in the history 
of the city that women have voted. 
Williams carried the third ward, the 
largest in the city, by 3 to 1. He 
also carried the fourth ward, while 
Mitchell carried the first and sec- 
ond wards. At midnight tonight the 
count in the aldermanic race was 
still in progress and it was an- 
nounced tha it will be 3 o’clock 
tomorrow morning before the re- 
sult is known, though indications 
point to at least ten of the Wil- 
liams aldermen being elected, one 
of them a woman, Mrs. C. C. Har- 
rold, prominent suffrage worker and 
club woman. 

In the race for water commis- 
sioner, Cliff T. Williamson was 
elected over J. D. Kinnett by a 261 
majority. Kinnett is the present 
incumbent and Williamson is a for- 
mer commissioner.

AMENDED TAX BILL 
GIVEN 10 SENATE 


Washington, September 21.—The 
amended house tax revision bill was 
presented formally today to the sen- 
ate by Chairman Penrose, of the 


finance committee, who gave no- 
tice that he would submit the ma- 
jority report tomorrow and urge at 
that time that the measure be con- 
sidered as soon as other business 
of the senate would permit. 

Designed to raise approximately 
three and a quarter billion of dol- 
lars in revenue this fiscal year, the 
amended measure provides for: 

Repeal of the excess profits tax 
on January 1, 1922, as proposed by 
the house. 

Reduction of the maximum in- 
cOme tax rate from 65 per cent 
to 32 per cent, effective next Jan- 
uary 1, as provided in the house 
bill, but with changes made in the 
lower brackets so as to reduce the 
amount of surtaxes paid by all in- 
dividuals. 

An “increase of 5 per cent to 15 
per cent in the normal corporation 
income tax, effective January 1, 
1922, in lieu of the 2% per cent 
advance agreed upon by the house. 

Repeal of the corportaion capi- 
tal stock tax, beginning in 1922, 
anew provision. 

Reduction of the freight and pas- 
senger taxes from 3% per cent to 
1% and 4 per cent, respectively, 
effective next January 1, with their 
repeal on January i, 1923. The 
house proposed repeal of all trans- 
portation taxes as of next Jan- 
uary l. 

Income Exemptions. 

An increase of $500 in the ex- 
emption allowed to heads of fami- 
lies having net incomes of $5,000 
or less, a house provision. 

An increase from $200 to $400 
in the exemptions allowed on ac- 
count of dependents, also a house 
proposal. 

The finance committee concurred 
in the house action in repealing the 
so-called nuisance and luxury taxes, 
collected direct from the consumer 
and substituting manufacturers’ 
taxes. These and other minor 
changes in the bill previously have 
been published. 

An important change in the house 
bill not heretofore made public 
deals with taxes on eapital net 
gain. The senate committee meas-

capita] gain, or minus 12% per- 
centum of the capital net loss, Aas 
the caSe May be; but in no case 
where a taxpayer derives a capi- 
tal net gain shall the tota] tax not 
be less than 12% percentum of the 
total net income.” 

The change in the present law 
agreed upon by the finance commit- 
tee provides that in the case of 
a bona fide sale of mines, oil, or 
gas wells, or any intcrest therein, 
where the principal view of he 
property has been demonstrated by 
prospecting or exploration and dis- 
covery work done by the taxpayer, 
the part of the tax imposed by the 
income surtax section of the law 
“attributable to such sale shall not 
exceed after this calendar year 16 
percentum of the selling price of 
such property or interest.’ The 
rate under the present law is 20 
per cent, and it is continued for this 
ralendar year. 
Then Senator Penrose offered 
the bill. Senator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, democratic leader, obtained 
unanimous consent for the filing 
of the minority report within seven 
days. Senator La Follette, of Wis- 
consin, a republican member of the 
finance committee, also obtained 
consent to file dissenting views 
within that time should he decide 
to do S80.

I 
told him I would look around the 
shop to find one. I did find an old 
list and was taking it 
building when I was pounced 
and arrested.

Discharges Bate. 

But before tendering her resigna- 
tion, Mrs. Tyler took time by the 
forelock, aecording to her own 
statement, and discharged Bate by 
telegraph.

Forty cares in which hydrophobia 
Was suspected were reported Mon- 
day and Tuesday to the state board 
of health, according to Grady A. 
Lee, director of the Pasteur depart- 
ment, where free treatment is given 
all probable victims. About 130 
cases of this kind are now under 
treatment by the state health de- 
partment. 

Of the Pasteur serum he stated 
that it “is sent out by the state 
board of health free to citizens of 
Georgia who have been exposed to 
danger, and it has proven practi- 
cally an infallible preventative. We 
ship the serum to the physicians of 
the people bitten by suspicious 
dogs, and they administer the treat- 
ment hypodermically once a day 
for twenty-one days.” 

Relative to the rabies, he declar- 
ed that “it can be spread in only 
one way, and that is through the 
bite of an infected dog. In Eng- 
land several years ago, they passed 
a law requiring all dogs to be 
muzzled. In five vears, the disease 
had entirely disappeared. I would 
suggest that to protect everyone 
from danger of being bitten and 
the consequent necessity for the 
Pasteur treatment, that all dogs be 
muzzled and watched closely.”

THOUSAND KILLED 
IN FACTORY BLAST 


German Town on the 
Rhine Is Wiped Out by 
Explosion in Chemical 
Plant. 


Mayence, Germany, September 21. 
(By the Associated Press.)—A great 
explosion today at the chemical 
products Plant of the Badische 
Anilinfabrik company at Oppau, on 
the Rhine, wrecked the town and 
Spread death and destruction on 
every hand. 
1S variously estimated at from one 
thousand to fifteen hundred and the 
injured close to two thousand. One 
report says that three thousand men 
/were on the spot at the moment of 
the explosion and it is. believed 
about half of these were killed. 

The town of Oppau is a scene of 
desolation, more than a third of the 
houses having been completely de- 
Stroyed while the roofs of the oth- 
ers were swept off as if by a whirl- 
wind. Here also many were killed 
or injured. 

The explosion !s_ attributed by 
some to excess pressure in two ad- 
joining gasometers, the whole of 
this part of the works being liter- 
ally pulverized. Where the zgasome- 
ters stood is now a funnel!l-shaped 
hole 130 yards wide and 45 yards 
deep, while twisted girders and 
debris of every description lie scat- 
tered about. Fora distance of sev- 
eral hundred yards not a wail is 
left standing. 

The directorate of the company is 
quoted as saying that the explosion 
occurred.in a storehouse containing 
four thousand tons of nitrous sul- 
phate, which had previously been 
examined and was believed to be 
free from danger of explosion. 

All the workmen’s dwellings In 
the vicinity were razed. At Mann- 
heim, on the opposite side of the 
river, 35 persons were seriousiy in- 


made blind by the biows. Although 
her recovery is said to be doubtful, 
officers hope she may be revived 
sufficiently to tell] the story of the 
attack, 

The tragedy was discovered yes- 
terday when Ardith’s chum, Grace 
McKee, entered the home after hear- 
ing Ardith moan. She found her 
playmate beside a bed in which lay 
the body of her sister. In another 
bed lay the bodies of the parents. A 
club into which nails had been 
driven was standing against the 
wall. On the wall, nearby, was a 
bloody fingerprint. 

The club had been used to beat the 
heads of the victims almost beyond 
recognition. The interior of the 
home indicated no etruggzle had 
taken pluce and the bed clothing 
was not disarranged, leading officers 
to believe the three had been killed 
as they slept. 

Neighbors asserted the crime 
probably took place Saturday night, 
as members of the Monroe family 
were last seen at that time. It is 
believed that Ardith lay wounded 
on the floor nearly sixty hours De- 
fore being discovered. 

Authorities 6o far have been un- 
able to establish a motive for the 
crime, as the home was not robbed. 
Officers believe it was the act of an 
insane person. Two inmates of the 
state hospital at Kalamazoo, near 
here, escaped a week ago and Offi- 
cers are searching for them, al- 
though hospital authorities declared 
neither of the men was of the 
criminal] type. 


SPINDLES ACTIVE

Washington, September 21.—There 
were 36,617,584 cotton spindles in 


the United States at the beginning 
of the cotton year, August 1, the 
census bureau announced today. Of 
that number 33,059,211 spindles were 
operated at some time during -the 
month, the aggregate number of 


spindle hours being 7.319,916,931. 


The regular hours of operation a 
week in the cotton mills, the report 
said, vary from 48 in a number of 
states to as high as 60 in othars. 
Weighing the number of. spindles 
with the prevailing hours for the 
several states, it is found that the 
average work day for the entire 
country is practically &.6 hours. 
Based on an activity of 27 days 
for 8.6 hours per day, the average 
number of spindies operated for

Assistance also 
has been rushed from all! the neigh- 
poring towns and al) public and pri- 
vate motor cars and vehicles were 
requisitioned. The roads leading to 
Oppau were soon crowded with peo- 
ple making their way to the scene 
of the disaster.

In a letter to friends, Dr. Mc- 
McNaughton announced if he was 
paroled or pardoned he would 
move to Atlanta to practice 
medicine. He said he would first 
visit a niece in North Carolina and 
then would come to Atlanta. Dr. Mc- 
Naughton will open an office here 
and will form acompany to manu- 
facture a remedy for ‘flu” which he 
is said to have perfected while 
in prison. He has two sons 
and will take care of them, 
placing them both in school. He will] 
come to Atlanta about Oetocber 15. 
In granting a parole to Dr. Mc- 
Naughton, the governor issued a 
statement explaining his reason for 
granting clemency. He quotes from 
a dissenting opinion written in the 
case by the late Judge Atkinson. 
member of the supreme court, and 
cites other evidence in the record 
which led him to grant freedom to 
the prisoner. 

At a hearing of the evidence in 
the case recently, relatives of Fred 
Flanders appeared and protested 
against granting the parole. Dr. 
McNaughton boarded at the home of 
Fred Flanders prior to Flanders’ 
death. Flanders was sick about 
three weeks, and was attended by 
Dr. McNaughton and Dr. Smith, a 
physician of Swainsboro. 

Statement by Governor. 


Following is the statement issued 
by the governor: 

The recommendation of the prison com- 
mission for parole in this case is approved, 

In addition to the reasons given by the 
prison commission in its recommendation to 
me, I am constrained to take this action 
for the following additional reasons: 

Defendant was convicted at the October 
1910, term of Emanual superior court of 
the crime of murder, it being alleged that 
he had murdered Fred Flanders on the 
first day of June, 1910, by administering 
ate poison to him with intent to kill 

m. 

The evidence against the defendant 1s 
wholly circumstantial, and the most care- 
ful study of the same that I have been 
able to make leaves my mind in grave 
doubt as to whether the defendant was 
guilty. A strong case of circumstantial 
evidence and of suspicion was made against 
him, and upon that case he was convicted 
by a jury. 

Upon review of the case in the supreme 
court, the supreme court of Georgia up- 
held the verdict as supported by law and 
evidence, but the majority of the court gave 
no opinion whatever as the basis of that de- 
cision and from which one of its ablest 
members, Mr. Justice Atkinson, dissented 
fin an unusually strong and convincing 
opinion. Justice Atkinson pointed out that 
under the law of Georgia where the con- 
viction depends entirely upon. eircumstan- 
tial evidence that the evidence upon every 
material allegation of the indictment should 
not only be consistent with the hypothesis 
of guilt, but exclude every other reasonable 
hypethesis save that of guilt. Justice At-

In the first place, the record shows that 
while Flanders was sick Doctor McNangh- 
ton stated to inquirers that he was puzzled 
about the case and that the medicine did 
net seem to produce the desired or expected 
results. It is hard to understand how a 
doctor of any sense who is engaged in the 
¢rime of poisoning a patient should be so 
puzzled and invite attention to the failure 
‘of his medicine in this way. On the other 
‘hand, if the doctor was giving proper and 
innocent medicine, and someone else added 
arsenic to it, withont his knowledge or 
consent, this would have been a perfectly 
natural and reasonable thing for him to 
say. Again, while arsenic poisoning is the 
most difficult of detection during the life 
of the patient and while the poison is being 
n2dministered in small doses it is the moet 
certain of all the poisons to be discovered 
and ‘detected by cxamination. and analysis 
' after death. Consequently, it seems utterly 
| unreasonable to suppose that a doctor of 

any sense or of any knowledge of his pre- 
| fedelots would have chosen arsenic as the 
| poison to administer, when he could have 
{| sMiected a dozen others much more dif fi- 

eult of detection and some of which are 
| practically impossible of detection. 

After Doctor McNaughton’s conviction the 
state voluntarily nol-prossed the indictment 
against Mrs, Flanders, who was jointly in- 
dicted with him for this murder. In my 
opinion, the case against her is filly aa 
strong if not stronger than the case against

TO GO ON VISITS. 

Milledgeville, Ga., September 21: 
(Special.)—News reached the staie 
farm of the parole granted Dr. Mc- 
Naughton by Governor Hardwick 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. Dr. 
McNaughton was overjoyed by the 
announcement. The formal papers 
making official his parole have been 
Sent from Atlanta and will arrive 
early Thursday morning. 

As a paroled prisoner reports to 
the governor will be made each 
month of Dr. McNaughton’s con- 
duct, and deportment by Henry F. 
Branham, who will act as sponsor. 
The doctor hopes to make these re- 
ports of the kind that will cause 
the governor in a short time to give 
him a complete pardon, 

When seen this afternoon, Dr. 
McNaughton-was busily engaged in 
packing up,.preparing to leave the 
State tarm On the 2 o’clock train 
tomorrow for Augusta. He will 
stop over a few days in that city 
to confer with some friends and 
Visit some old patients that he 
promised to see aS soon as released. 
From Augusta he will go to visit 
his niece, Miss Gertrude Monroe, of 
Raeford, N. C. This is in the vicin- 
ity where he lived for fourteen 
years in the town of Fayetteville, 
N. CC. From there he will] visit 
Savannah and Jacksonville and on 
October 7 he will return to Mil- 
ledgeville and visit a day or two 
here with friends. He will also 
visit the state sanitarium, an insti- 
tution he declares he is very anx- 
ious to see. All of this visiting 
must be done before October 15, 
for on that date he wlll go to At- 
lanta, first, to personally thank the 
governor and the prison commis- 
sion for his freedom, and then to 
Plan for his future. He will make 
Atlanta his home, will practice 
medicine, and will set up a plant 
to manufacture medical prenvara- 
tions, principally a pneumonia and 
flu remedy. 


Considerate Treatment. 

He spoke of the considerate treat- 
ment shown him by the prison of- 
ficials, and was emphatic in his 
praise of Warden J. ik.

Dr. McNaughton is popular with 
all] the prisoners, which was eVi- 
denced by their behavior when the 
news of his parole was received. 
He held a regular reception for 
those who were anxious to tender 
congratulations, many of them shed- 
ding tears. 

Dr. Chapman; the dentist prison- 
er from Americus, who was closely 
associated with him in the apothe- 
cary, kissed him and wept with joy. 

Express Appreciation, 

The prisoners have prepared a 
paper expressing their appreciation 
of his ministration to them, and 
inviting him to make them a fare- 
well address. The doctor has ac- 
cepted, saying he values very high- 
ly this eXpression of friendship and 
ahat he will give them the very best 
advice. Dr. McNaughton says that 
no one has ever had more loyal 
friends. He especially mentioned 
Rev. John S. Wilder, of Savannah, 
who, he said, studied his case from 
the beginning and worked inces- 
santly for this pardon. 

He says he is much obligated to 
the press at large, for when the 
facts in his case began to come 
to the surface, all the papers have 
been kind in their expressions. 

He jis receiving many telecrams 
of congratulations from all over the 
country.

Plot Is Charged 
In Recent Attacks 
On Negro Trainmen 


Memphis, Tenn., September 31.— 
With two men under arrest in con- 
nection with the recent. wounding 
of A. S. McDowell, Illinois Centra] 
railroad conductor, who was struck 
by bullets believed to have been 
intended for a negro brakeman and, 
according to the police, a detailed 
confession from one of the men in 
their possession, railroad special 
agents and detectives expected to- 
day to have in custody shortly ring 
leaders in an alleged plot to intimi- 
date negro trainmen employed by 
the Illinois Central and Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valiey railroads. 

Three negro brakemen have been 
killed and _ others whipped at 
points along the Iines betseen 
Memphis and New Orleans recently 
in an alleged attempt to force the 
negroes to quit their jobs. 

J. M. Baker, a flagman, arrested 
yesterday at Sardis, Mies., as he 
was boarding a train bound for New 
Orleans, was brought to Memphis 
last night and is said to have dic- 


ing questioned by railroad agents 
and detectives. He is said to have 
confessed to firing on McDowell] in 
mistake for a negro brakeman as 
McDowell’s train was standing at 
Millington, Tenn., last Friday night 
and that the band of four men who 
are alleged to have made up the 
party which undertook the mission 
received $300. Baker Is quoted as 
saying he did not intend to kill 
anyone, but merely to “scare” a ne- 
gro employed on McDowell's train.

EXERCISE AND REST; 

It is difficult to estimate whether 
exercise or rest does the greater 
amount of harm or good in health 
and disease, for each of these su- 
preme remedies is capable of doing 
so much of both. “ 

It is a most bewildering thing, the 
perversity of invalids in the matter 
of exercise and rest. Somehow it 


seems that those who sorely need 
rest, such as persons with active 
tuberculosis, splanchnoptosis, un- 
compensated valvular diseases, hy- 
perthyroidism, and the like, are 
keen about “gaining strength 
through exercise’ and particularly 
fearful of the bogy of “growing 
weak by remaining in bed.”

I wish to further call your special atten- 
tion to the fact that broken rails are com- 
mon occurrences in wrecks, and this rail 
was broken off inside of the rail in qunes- 
tion, which could ‘have very easily been 
woken by any one wheel of said engina 
dropping on the base of said rail, the ties 
being torn under said- rail, There was a 
very plain mark on top of the piece of 
broken rail showing that the wheels or 
other parts of the wreckage had dropped 
on the same. 

I wish to call your further attention to 
the fact, which is most material and vital, 
that it is a positive fact that where a 
wheel is properly fitted on an axle, there 
is no chance for oil to work tnto bore of 
wheel, which was the case in this investi- 
gation, Oj%l did work in base of wheel. 

I have had twenty-one years’ experience 
in all classes of mechanical work, of which 
thirteen years have been spent in railroad 
work,
